THE USE OF MANURE ON 
THE PRAIRIE FARM 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


In the early days of farming. onthe 
prairié manure was looked upon as 
an encumbrance to be Bot rid of with 
the least possible amount of effort. 
It was sometimes even found that its 
applicatioA to the soil, already very 
fertile, caused excessive straw growth 
and did more harm than good. These 
days are far past in all:the older parts 
of the prairie provinces. There are 
few places indeed where the ‘use of 
manure on the soil will not bring very 
profitable returns in increased yields, 
and some districts, through drifting 
soils and waning, fertility, are finding 
that its use is urgently needed in the 
system of farming which will meet 
present conditions. 

Fresh or Rotted Manure: I[t has 
been thoroughly proven in humid or 
semi-humid climates that tha most 
economical use of manure is made ap- 
plying it as directly as possible to the 
lands in its fresh condition. Loss 
from heating, evaporation, leaching 
and decompositions of an entirely dif. . 
ferent character are met with. The 
spread of weeds and cho difficulty of 
getting weed seeds in the soil to ger- 
minate at the right t'ma, thy dryness 
of the soil and the difficulty of incor- 
porating much raw straw into the 
soil without drying it out too much, 
change the question greatly. There 
are also to be considered the facts 
that manure does not deteriorate as 
rapidly in this climate as in a wet 
one, and that fertility is not as yet as 
pressing a problem as moisture or 
weeds. Therefore, the conclusion has 
been reached that for average prairie 
conditions it pays to rot the manure: 
before application rather than to ap- 
ply it fresh. Actual experiments have 
shown that rotted: manure has given 
more satisfactory results in Increased 
yields. 

Crops to be Manured: Where corn 
is grown there is no crop that is bet- 
ter suited to use manure profitably. 
Wheat following corn seems to bene- 
fit fully as much from the manure ap-

This gave dis- 
tinctly better results than spring 
ploughing in, discing in, top dressing 
after seeding or any other method 
tried. It would be a mistake, how- 
ever, to suppose that these results 
have general application. Probably 
in drier districts different methods 
would be better. For very dry dis- 
tricts the method of applying during 
the summer fallow year and ploughing 
in, is probably the best. Where mois- 
ture is very scarce the application of 
manure at any other time would prob- 
ably have too drying an immediate 
effect. Applied on the land that is 
being summer fallowed, it is incorpor- 
ated into the soil during the summer 
and helps to hold moisture. This 
method is not satisfactory at Brandon 
nor under similar conditions: as_ it 
makes the land too rich and causes 
lodging in good: years.

MEMORIAL HOSPITAL . 


“The Red Deer. Memorial Hospital was built as a memorial ‘for 
three Req Deer‘ boys, members of the Lord Strathcona Horse, who 
were killed in the South African War of 1899-1901. The property is 
now. owned by the City of Red Deer and is managed by a Commission, 

_the city providing for. the financing. 

The Hospital. building is of solld brick, 40 x 100 feet, having 
accommodation for forty ‘patients. It is equipped with all modern 
appliances, including X-ray ‘machine, and is built on one of the hills. 
overlooking the city. The grounds cover 20 acres and are laid out 
with trees, lawns and flower beds. \

The ‘assessment is made in the fall for the ensuing year, and the 
rate is struck and tax notices sent out usually by February. In 1920 
enough current taxes were collected to finance the City, Schools and 
Hospital without having to borrow from the bank until September.’

The Advocate has developed a criti- 
cal mind of late, and last week, in a 
lengthy article, it compared Red Deer 
with Wetaskiwin ‘to Reqd Deer’s con- 
fusion; but Red Deer is still doing 
business at the old stand. 

A couple of weeks ago it said the 
Council and Commissioners had cold 
feet because they did not increase the 
mill rate to fifty mills. The mill rate 
was forty mills last year, thirty inills 
the year before, and twenty-five 
mills or so the year before. There 
has been a steady increase for some 
years, and the Commissioners and 
the Council, with the exception of 
Ald. Turnbull, thought an increase of 
six mills, or forty-six mills, was 
enough of an increase this year and 
all the ratepayers could stand. 

We, with a great many other citi- 
zens, agree with this stand taken by 
the Council. The big property-holder 
has been almost taxed to death, and 
to heap taxes upon him which he can- 
not pay only makes the mater worse. 
He is the mon who should receive the 
deepest consideration by the Council. 
The little taxpayer can easily meet 
his obligations. 

The article last week spoke of the 
“reserve fund” as being introduced by 
Ald. Coote and Johns. This {fs not 
just according to facts, as this re- 
serve fund was introduced in 1916 by 
the Commissioners in their report. 

The Advocate took the School 
Board to task a few weeks ago with 
Tegard to an imaginary wrong, but 
when Mr, Payne got through explain- 
ing matters, the flabby state of the 
Advocate’s editorial exchequer was so 
noticeable that nothing more was 
said on the question. 

What we want to do in Red Deer is 
quit knocking our institutions and 
boost altogether for the welfare of 
our city and community at large.

PREMIER OF ONTARIO 
FAVORS PROHIBITION 


Toronto, Feb. 10.—Premier EB. C. 
Drury made fiis position on the refer- 
endum question plain today in an ad- 
dress to a gathering of representative 
business men called togethor by the 
Toronto Referendum Committee. The 
premier declared himself strongly in 
tavor of prohibition and he expressed 
the hope that the result of the refer- 
endum to be taken in April on liquor 
importation from anether province 
would be to knock the liquor traffic 
out in Ontario. “I am going to do 
what I can to help you,” the Premier 
said. 

“TI cannot take any part officially,” 
Mr. Drury explained, “the question is 
now out of the realm of the govern- 
ment action, and it is left to the direct 
vote of the people. Our task as a 
government is to enforce the law. As 
a private individual I intend to take 
a stand on this question, because I 
shudder to think of the condition in 
which we would find ourselves if we 
lost.” 

The premier gave the assurance 
that the referendum, if the majority 
voted to put the ban on the importa- 
tion of liquor, would be the last word 
on the prohibition question. In his 
mind there was no doubt as to its 
finality. He emphasized this.

Bill has a nice little bunch of cattle, 
and as far as the naked eye can see, 
they have feq exclusively for the last 
five or six years on the same pile. 
These cattle’ look just as well and no 
thinner than the neighbors who are on 
the job all the time drawing feed. Our 
slogan would be “Every man his own 
manure pile.” Think what a gain to 
the stock feeder would be the secret 
of this manure pile’s perennial youth 
or rather feeding value. To our no- 
tion, compared with it, the widow's 
cruse is in the discard.

Stockers and 
feeders are 25c and 50c lower, with 
good steers $6.50, and stockers $4.50 
to $5.25. Stocker heifers, $4.50 to 
$5.00; cows, $3.25 to $4.00. Calves in 
most cases are not in condition to 
bring top prices. choice $8.00 to 
$10.00; common, $5.00 to $7.00.

“At the regular meeting of the Council 
of the Municipal District of Pine Lake 
on Tuesday at the M.D. office, there 
were present Reeve Fiske, inthe chair; 
Councillors Darragh, Pixley, Walde, 
McKinnon, Reay, and W. E. Trueman, 
gecretary-treasurer. 

‘ Mr. Pixley took exception'to the re- 
port in the papers from last meeting 
that he had been paid $40.60 for at- 
tending meetings, when that amount 
had covered meetings and inspecting 
and laying out work. Mr. Reay's 
amount was $10.30, instead of $16.30. 

Bylaws 

A bylaw was passed to authorize the 
Municipality to levy all taxes on a 
valuation basis as it was considered 
that the levying of all taxes on the 
valuation basis, was the fairest method. 
The vote of the ratepayers will be 
taken on Monday, February 28, the 
day of election, nominations being held 
on. February 21. Councillor McKinnon 
had serious doubts as to whether the 
bylaw would get the necessary two- 
thirds majority of those voting: it 
would depend, the Council thought, on 
how the voters in the outer polls turn- 
ed out.

lution be sent t@ Mr. Morkeherg and 
Mr. Gaetz. 

Mr. D. S. Urquhart and Mr. Ted Day 
were granted rebates on taxes owing 
to war service. ° 

The subscriptions for’ Councillors for 
the Western Municipal News were re- 
newed. 

Bylaws were passed authorizing the 
borrowing of $2,000 on Hail Insurance 
agcount, and $2,000 on Schools account. 
The total demand for 1920 on both 
these accounts had been paid, but not 
all the taxes have been collected. 

Dr. George, M.H.O., had vaccinated 
twenty-four persons at the North End 
store, Pine Lake, on February 6, owing 
to an outbreak of smallpox at Delburne 
and Elnora, and thought -it necessary 
to inspect them In eight days’ time to 
see the effects of the vaccination. 
Where there was no compulsory law, 
everyoné should be persuaded to be 
vaccinated as this was the only way of 
getting rid of this loathsome disease. 
The M.H.O.’s action was endorsed and 
further procedure left in his hands. 

Hives Bros. wrote re payment of $2 
an-hour for man and tractor, asking 
$2.50 per hour, owing to Increased ex- 
penses over 1919. The Council do not 
seo its way to pay more than the $2, 
which was the same rate as was paid 
to others.

In telling of the re-election 
of Mr. Woods by acclamation, and of 
the enormous crowd in attendance, 
about 1,800 in all, Mr. Isaacson said: 
“In regard to the executive, the Vice- 
President, Mr. Baker, the Secretary, 
Mr. Higginbotham, and the other mem- 
bers, I consider were sincere believers 
in the new order of things, and all 
united in one thing: that the exploit- 
ation of the people must cease.” The 
wheat pool was thoroughly gone into, 
and in regard to the railroads, we 
quote as follows: “The government 
paid for the _ construction of these 
roads then turned them over to some 
company to issut bonds, and fill the 
thing overful, and then some with 
watered stock, and run the roads’ so 
long as it would hang together and 
clamour for higher freight rates be- 
cause profit and dividend must be paid 
to them although it had cost them 
practically nothing. We must squeeze 
out the water; we will deduct what the 
people once paid in construction, then 
we will pay what is coming to them, 
if any, then we will take the roads 
over co-operatively and run them 
democratically. When this is done, I 
am sure we will be able to show that 
these utilities will be a blessing to all 
the people instead of a selfish few.” 
(Great applause). In regard to the 
banking system, we quote the follow- 
ing sentences taken from the hour 
speech of Mr. Bevington: “I have 
studied the present banking system, 
and I know what I am talking about. 
The government has given toa few 
selected ones the privilege of issuing 
promissory notes and loaned them to 
the people at fabulous interest; inter- 
est, rent and profit being robbery. It 
fs up to the masses to take action, poli- 
tically united action at the ballot box, 
and then victorious, establfsh a gov- 
ernment for and by the people, and all 
Interest, rent and profit be eliminated. 
Till this is done we cannot hope for 
relief, as the prasent body is rotten to 
the core.”” Mr. Bevington ‘was consid- 
ered as a scientific economist, and his 
speech was ordered to be printed in 
pamphlet form and distributed to the 
people. The resolution was unanimous- 
ly carried and heartily applauded. Mr. 
Isaucson was tendered a hearty vote of 
thanks for his spléndid report.

Mr. McNally told 
us that any school district. wishing to 
own a piece of land and §Suild a 
house on it for the teacher to live in, 
could do so on the debenture plan, 
without payment for five years, from 
5 to 10 acres, so that the teacher 
could keep a cow, torse, chickens, 
etc., for their own use, and that the 
government would pay one-third of the 


— cost of such land and buildings. This

This work can only 
be accomplished by the co-operation 
of women in this country, as s0 
many girls have been brought out to 
this country, many from good homes, 
and not treated right by those hiring 
them. _Now, before they leave the! 
other side, they know what kind of 
place they are coming to, what they 
are expected to do, the number in 
family, what sleeping accommodation 
they have.: That, I may say, is one 
of the worst complaints from some of 
the girls who have come out here. ; 
They have been expected to have 
three or four, and in some cases more, 
small children sleep in their room and 
take care of, and,as was pointed out, 
no girl could give satisfaction or do 
her work well if her rest is disturbed. 
She needs just as good sleeping ac- 
commodation as her mistress. Also, 
don’t forget a very important fact, 
that some day that girl may be your 
daughter-in-law, at any rate one of 
your community, so treat her as you 
would a good neighbor, and don’t for- 
get she is human. She also wants 
some idea’ what wages she may ex- 
pect. The way in which these girls 
are taken care of from the time théy 
leave their homes till they reach their 
destination is a great improvement on 
the old system. In, the first place, a 
capable, trustworthy person goes 
over and selects these girls. They 
must have at least two reliable refer- 
ences. When the number of girls re- 
quired have been found, they come 
over under the supervision of the 
matron sent over for them. There 
have been hostels built from coast. to 
coast for the benefit of these girls, 
and also mothers and women travel- 
ling, so that from the time they land 
on this side till they leave by train 
for their various destinations, they 
can rest and be made comfortable for 
a reasonable amount, instead of land-
